On that basis it would make $8o0o 
per annum, The amount varies, 
and it may run a little below that, 
but it still amounts to quite a sum, 
from a Strathmore point ot view. 
Of course, Bassano people may be 
rolling in wealth so much that they 


regard $800 as ‘‘trivial’’ but we 
doubt it, What we said in last 


issue was that a country newspaper 
did not get this ‘trivial’ advertis- 
ing unless it supported the Govern- 
ment, and that it was only one of 
the many forms of bribery that the 
party in power have practiced for 
years past. There does not seem 
any reason apart from this why the 
people in Strathmore have no right 
to know when the Supreme court 
sits, or that tenders are being asked 
for buildings on the 
what the homestead regulations 
are, any more than the inhabitants 
of Bassano, The Strathmore peo- 
ple pay their taxes in the same ratio 
as the people in Bassano, it is the 
taxpayers money that is being spent 
to pay for these advertisements. 
It means that the public money is 
being spent to promulgate Liberal 
opinions and to suppress others, We 
do not notice any advertising tor the 
Conservative candidate in Medicine 
Hat riding decorating the pages ot 
the ‘‘Bassano News.” It may not 
have been offered, of course. 

We don’t believe in talking shop, 
but we are only putting this case of 
Government business before our 
readers because it is acase we know 
something about, and that all kinds 
of absurd statements have been 
made regarding what we were do- 
ing. There are other instances of 
bribery of a similar kind, but the 
case we have given should be suffi- 
cient, We state again that press- 
ure is being put upon newspapers 
throughout the country to suppress 
the other side of the case, and the 
public money is being used as a 
lever to do so. It is not the money 
part of it that is troubling us. We 
don’t mind in the taking 
money, in fact we are always ready 
and willing to accept it, but we 
don’t want it with any strings at- 
tached. This is one definition of inde- 
pendence. Another can be fonnd 
in the Grain Growers Guide, and is, 
in our opinion, good enough to 
publish for the benefit of those who 
do not know what independence 
really means:-

MAKING SHOT. 


Method Employed by William Watts, 
the Inventor, Still Used. 

The tower process of making shot 
was invented by William Watts, 4 
plumber of Bristol, England, in 1769. 

is tower was ‘‘built’’ by sawing a 
square hole in the centre of the var 
wus floors of his house, and locating 
a well in the cellar, into which the 
tlobules of molten lead dropped and 
were instantly cooled and hardened 
Watts secured a patent in 1782 and 
sold his London rights in 1800 for 
$45,665. 

His tower is still is use, although 
it has been heightened by the addi- 
tion of several stories, The lead, when 
molten, is poured into a sieve-like 


receptacle at the top of the tower, | 


and these molten drops, falling into 
the well, 120 feet below, form the 
shot, which are then passed through 
a polishing grader. They are then 
{spilled from a hopper on to an in- 
clined plane, the perfect shot running 
on 4 second plane, while the imper- 


fect drop through an opening between. | 


The shot pass over four series of 
planes and only the perfect reach the 
last plane, 

A larger size than BBB cannot be 
made by this process.

material is fed into a machine which |

AIR BUBBLE POWER, 


Northern Ontario Mine Has a Re 


markable System. 

Place in a mining camp a modern 
| department store completely equip- 
ped with telephone service and auto- 
mobile delivery and selling hydraulic 
}enetgy over the counter in hundred 
| pound packages, and the c'ty bred 
}™man may get a fuir idea of what 6 
| power plant means to an irdustrial 
community 1,000 miles from its coal 
|supply. Up in Northern Ontario 
such power as this is more of a mir- 
acle than a brick flat with steam heat 


and porcelain tubs, for the miner 
can exist without a bath, but he 
can’t uncover pay rock without 


power to drive the drills that do it 

When the price of coal tn Northern 
Ontario began to eat into the ore 
heated the miners harnessed the 
fontreal river for power. 

Ragged Chutes, the point where 
the miners located their plant, is @ 
natural water power in itself. It is 
ten miles from Cobalt. Here the 
river for about 1,000 yards whirls 
down a thirty-five foot grade and for 
four seasons in the year is a boiling, 
tossing torrent 

The theory as practiced was to 
drop this surging tide down a 300 
foot shaft near the Lop of the rapids, 
then to catch the air bubbles as they 
rose from the water, racing through 
a subterranean chamber toward a 


| tail shaft leading up again to the 
bed of the river 1,000 feet down- 
stream 

| Building this power plant was 
about one hundred times more of a 
proposit'on than its originators fore- 
saw. First the “low masonry dam 
| was completed, 660 feet across the 
river, the waterways thus erected 


having a capscity of 1,200 cubic feet 
per second. Immediately above the 
dam, in the centre of a large con- 
crete basin, two eight-foot — steel 
shafts, each containing sixty-six 
pipes fourteen inches in diameter, 
were sunk to a depth of 350 feet. A 
| thousand feet downstream the other 
shaft was sunk into the rocky bed, 
and then in three shifts, and work- 
ing day and night, the miners chop- 
ped a subterranean chamber connect- 
ing the two shafts at the upper end 
of the rapids with the single one at 
the lower. They cut this great under- 
ground raceway twenty-two feet wide 
along its entire length, twenty-six 
and a half feet high at the bottom of 
the shafts and forty-two feet high in 
the central ; art of the tunnel. The 
whole undertaking was hazardous to 
an extreme, but ne‘ther officers nor 
men will admit it. It was all in the 
day's work with them. Moreover, the 
camp at Cobalt had begun to taunt 
them, and they were going to finish 


the job or “bust.” 
Across the ridges above the hole 
where the rapids roared gangs of 


timber jacks in the meanwhile chop- 
ped a path straight through the 
shrub toward Cobalt. Swamps, where 
men sunk to their armpits, were fill- 
ed in with rock and timber, and be- 
fore work on the power plant was 
completed they had laid seven miles 
of corduroy road for the big steel 
pipe linc—this twenty inch lap weld- 
ed pipe line of German steel, which 
was to carry the a'r eventually and 
was laid in sections as it arrived, 
the various loops and feeders rang- 
ing from twelve to three inches in 
diameter.

The exports to Canada were thus 


about the same in value as last year, | 


but the imports from Canada were 
lower Ly two millions sterling, cf 
which nearly one and one-half mil- 
| lions were due to diminished imports 
of wheat. Brita‘n'’s wheat imports 
from Canada were £3,825,000 in the 
first six months last year, while they 
were only £2,422,000. Bacon and 
hams, however, show an _ increase 
from £695,000 to £1,027,000.

said in explanation of the vast diff- 
erenee between the two prices, 

Yet the explanation is very simple 
Barley in Canada is used for precise- 
ly the same purpose as is barley 
raised in the United States and to 
the consumer is just as valuable a) 
commodiiy, Still the fact remains 
that Canadian barley is lower in 
price than American barley, 

CAUSE OF SPREAD 

‘The fault lies in the grade. The 
average grade of barley grown in 
western Canada is No. 3, and a cer- 
tain price is given for that grade, 
On the other side of the line a large 
quantity of first-class barley is 
grown anda good price is paid for 
it by maltsters and other consumers 
of this grain. 

When quoting the great disparag- 
ment in prices between the Ameri- 
can and Canadian p-oducts the reci 
procity press is very careful to 
quote the price which is paid for 
American best barley, while on the 
other hand they invariably quote the 
price paid for the grade growa in 
Western Canada, which is not of 
the best quality, but invariably a 
Wo. 3 grade.

Facts About a Little-Known Spot In’ 
th» Empire. | 

Ocean Island lies only 52 miles 
south of the equator, and in full rush 
of the equatorial current, which, 
streaming across the mid-Pacific from 
east to west, runs past the island with 
(a varying strength of from one to three 
miles an hour. From the early years 
of the last century the island was 4 


well-known calling-place for whaling | 


ships, which came there to buy “hogs”: 
and to diversify the monotonous sea 
rations of their year-long cruises, But 
although these visits were no doubt 
fairly numerous, says @ writer in 
Blackwood’s Magazine, any lengthy 
stay at the island must always have 
been impossible, since there is no an- 
chorage at which even a modern full- 
powered steamer can lie with any de- 
gree of safety. Steam must be kept 
up all the time so as to leave at @ 
moment's notice, even though these 
vessels are moored to the splendid ser- 
ies of buoys which are now within two

Mr. Lan-| 
nigan declared that the rates were 
lower in western Canada, taking into 
consideration the existing conditions, 
than over the western lines in’ the 
United States. He presented figures 
of the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railways to fix the case of the 
C. P. R., showing that the scale in 
Manitoba was slightly higher than in 
North Dakota for a haul up to 75) 
miles, and that from there west the 
scale varies, sometimes higher in 
Canada and with other times higher 
in the United States. 

To show the existing conditions| 
which fixed the rates charged by the 
railroads, Mr. Lannigan gave the fig- 
ures of the density of tonnage, popu- 
lation and cost of haul in the United 
States and in Canada, From these 
figures it was shown that the railways 
of western Canada serve only 33 1-5 
per cent. as great a population as the 
roads in the northwestern part of the| 
United States. On the summing up| 
of his case he stated that in consid-| 
eration of conditions existing, the 
rates were as low as possible, as they 
wished farmers to come into western 
Canada, and that low rates were an 
inducement. Under these circum. | 
stances he asked the dismissal of the

He is strikingly sug- 
gestive of one soon to come who will 
cause to be made an image that can 
speak and who will kill all who will 
not worship his image and prevent all 
from doing business who have not his 
mark (Rev. xiii, 11-17) 

His thought and manner of conduct 
are in such words as these: “I 
will ascend above the heights of the 
clouds. I will be like the Most High.” 
“He shall exalt himself and magnify 


himself above every god and shall 
speak marvelous things against the 
God of gods.” “Who opposeth and 


exalteth himself above all that is call- 
ed God or that is worshipped so that 
he, as God, sitteth in the temple of 
God, showing himself that he is God” 


(Isa. xiv, 14; Dan. xi, 36; Il Thess 
ii, 4).

Judging from verses 3 and 7, there 
must have been an immense company 
of people and a most magnificent and 
imposing celebration at the dedication 
of this image. It might be said that 
the like of it was never seen on earth 
before. In a sense, all the world gath. 
ered to honor the world ruler. Had 
Daniel's friends not been Jews and 
not occupying so high a position in the 
kingdom (verse 12) they might pos. 
sibly not have been noticed, but there 
were envy and jealousy enough abroad 
to cause them to be keenly watched 

The rage and fury of the king were 
very great when he learned that any 
one had refused to bow to his image, 
but when his offer of a second oppor- 
tunity was rejected with the words 
“Be it known unto thee, O king, that 
we will not serve thy gods nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou hast 
set up,” then his fury knew no bounds 
and quickly were these three men of 
God cast into the burning fiery fur- 
nace (verses 1-3, 18-23), Note their 
splendid confidence in God in the 
words “Our God whom we serve is 
able to deliver us from the burning 
fiery furnace, and He will deliver us 
out of thine hand, O king’ (verse 17) 

It is not His pleasure always to save 
us from trials and persecutions. On 
the contrary, we are taught to expect 
these things, but all in order that He 
may be seen and glorified in us (John 
xvi, 33; Phil, i, 29; Matt. v). See in 
their case a literal fulfilment of Isa. 
xliii, 2, and, though the fire slew the 
men who cast them into the furnace, 
they walked about in it unharmed 
The fire had no power upon their bod- 
nor was a hair of their heads 
singed, * * ® nor the smell of fire 
had passed on them, because they 
trusted in God (verses 27, 28). 

There was one with them whom 
even the king could see—one who is 
the same yesterday, to day and for- 
ever, who has all power in heaven and 
on earth and who will be with His 
people in every trial and not suffer 
any te be tried beyond grace given to 
He was seen that day only in 
the furnace, and when He permits us 
to enter some furnace it is in order 
that He may be seen with us or in us. 

He was specially seen in Joseph 
while a slave in Potiphar’s house and 
a prisoner unjustly imprisoned, These 
men in the furnace were wholly un- 
harmed and lost only the bonds which 
had bound them. Trials set us more 
free from many things to walk with 
God. Note in verse 29 the worldwide 
God honoring decree, because of their 
faithfulness, and in verse 30 their own 
further promotions.

Another week’s fine  sunshiny 
weather, without any rain or frost, 
has brought the crops along in great 
shape, and nearly every farmer is 
now busy cutting, while the thresh- 
ing outfits are starting out on the 
road, 

It is estimated that 
the acreage is now cut, 
should be completed in about two 
weeks, with the exception of some 
flax which was planted later than 
the rest of the crops, and which 
with the backward seasen has been 
long in maturing. From the ap- 
pearance of the grain there should 
be some big yields to chronicle 
when the separators get working 
properly. . 

The frost of Wednesday of last 
week did not do as much damage as 
had been at one time feared. | 
seemed to be principajly contined to 
the district between Cairnhill and 
the Bow River, and there is also 
some near Nameka on the low land. 
North and east of here from the 
statements of the tarmers them- 
selves, there does not seem to have 
been enough to hurt, and all over 
there should be a yery good average. 
Farmers towards the river who have 
been hit with the frost are buying 
cattle for wintering, and should be 
able to use the part of their crop 


about half 


which has been affected as green 
feed. 
There have been quite a number 


of new separators bought this year| 


by farmers in this district, though it 
is feared there may not be enough 
to handle the crop as quickly as is 
desirable. The demand for binder 
twine has exceeded the supply, and 
on Wednesday every dealer in town 
was completely cleaned out, while 
every binder has now been sold and 
is working. As about 150 binders 
havegbeen sold in Strathmore this 
fall, and all are now out, while deal- 
ers state that. they could sell still 
more it they could get them, it will 
be seen that there is a big crop to 
harvest. 

The Namaka farm is erecting a 
gig 70,000 bu, elevator at Namaka, 
while the Alberta Pacific purpose 
erecting a new warehouse at Strath- 
more. 

This has been a big year for root 
crops, and vegetables of all kinds 
have grown amazingly. Potatoes 
are expected to show a big average 
yield this year. 

Some of the farmers are starting 
stubble plowing now, while a con- 
siderable acreage has been sown to 
winter wheat.
